The bill gives the FBI authori­ 
ty to investigate bombings at in­ 
stitutions receiving federal aid 
—■including most colleges—and 
provides the death penalty for 
fatal bombings. 


The Senate completed legisla­ 
tive action on the m easure Mon­ 
day, sending it to President Nix­ 
on by voice vote. 


A person convicted of using 
money from organized crim e to 
acquire o r establish a business 
engaged in interstate com m erce 
could be fined up lo $25,000 and 
imprisoned up to 20 years. 
The bill authorizes an extra 
25-year sentence for a person 
found to be a habitual or profes­ 
sional crim inal. 
Designated as federal crim es 
for the first tim e arc large-scale 
illicit gam bling and bribery of 
local officials in connection with 
gam bling activities. 
The m easure swept through 
the Senate after less than 30 
rn m ites’ debate. 
Basically Uh* 
sam e bill, without the antibom b­ 
ing provisions, passed the Sen­ 
ate last Jan u ary , 
The House, reacting lo a s c r­ 
ies of bombings in several cit­ 
ies, added the provisions and 
passed the bill last w t^k. 
Extensive civil liberty safe­

This is not meant to be a 
medical pun. Rather, does it 
indicate why “stick out your 
tongue and say ah,” is almost 
invariably the beginning of a 
complete medical examination. 
The appearance of the tongue, 
the color, the size, the moisture, 
the markings, all tell a medical 
tale that 
may, in many in­ 
stances. point the way 
to 
an 
exact diagnosis. A wealth of 
information is gleaned from the 
tongue by the physician who 
carefully inspects it. 
I n f e c t i o n s , 
nutritional 
deficiencies, allergies, lead and 
other metal poisonings, tumors, 
and

abnormalities,

readily recognized.

red 
strawberry colored 
tongue is almost characteristic 
of 
scarlet 
fever. 
A 
smooth 
magenta-colored 
t o n g u e 
suggests the possibility of a 
vitamin D deficiency. A black 
tongue is often associated with 
a fungus infection following long 
use of antibiotics. 
A severe allergy may produce 
a 
marked 
swelling 
of 
the 
tongue. 
This

as 
angioneurotic edema. This is 
nut, as the name might suggest, 
a 
neurotic 
or 
psychological 
disturbance, 
but 
rather

important allergic occurrence. 
Occasionally there are deep

While patches on the tongue 
are known as leukoplakia which 
become a source of disturbance

patients 
display 
about

be “premalignant.” 
I believe that our whole body 
is pre malignant, and it does 
us a great disservice if we spend 
all our waking hours watching 
a white spot that “ may become 
maglignant.” 
I 
would 
much 
rather that these patches would 
be under constant observation 
by the doctor or the dentist, who 
makes the proper 
suggestions 
about how to keep them 
from 
progressing. 
I have known patients who 
have spent their lives in terror 
about such 
a 
condition 
that 
might never change. Fear can 
be devitalizing, ami should not 
be induced bito Hie lives of 
people 
who 
are 
already 
far 


more terrified than they should 
be. 
It is surprising how often an 
adult patient simply refuses to 
let a doctor “use the stick” to 
sec 
the 
tongue. 
This 
is 
a 
throwback to childhood when a 
child was forcibly made to open 
his 
mouth 
by 
“jamming 
a 
stick” into it. Today, with a 
better 
psychological 
insight, 
children respond more readily 
to a few extra 
moments of 
patience. 
The tongue really does speak 
a tale of importance about the 
general condition of the body.

By 1963. customers had to con­ 
tent themselves with a ratio of 
one per HO. And now there is 
only one store for every 121 per­ 
sons. 
The change is illustrated by 
the development of larger de­ 
partment and discount stores, 
supermarkets 
that sell many 
products that once were tile sta­ 
ples of hardware or drug stores, 
ami large drive-in restaurants 
in place of “diners.” 
Most noticeable by their de­ 
clining numbers are the old 
mom-and-pop stores that used 
to sell groceries or candy or 
newspapers. Now their business 
has been swallowed by larger 
units, many of them belonging 
to chain stores. 
Audits & Surveys, a 
large 
market research organization, 
keeps close watch on the trend 
and can report that Hie process 
of attrition is intensifying. Last 
year 14,000 stores disappeared, 
bringing the five-year toll to 
52,000. 
Retail 
units this year total 
1.698,300, says A&S compared 
with 
1,712100 
in 
1969 
and 
175.000 in 1965. 
The A&S census claims that 
there are now 4,200 full line dis­ 
count 
stores 
in 
the 
United 
States, compared with 2,200 in 
1966. In the same time the num­ 
ber of department stores rose to

The biggest loser of any cate­ 
gory is the food group, which 
suffered a loss of 6,700 stores in
